WAS FIRST RECORDED WILL. 



A Backward Glance of 116 
Years, When County Was 
12 Years Old. 



Now President Of Two Colleges 




So far as the records in the county 
clerk's office reveal, the will publish- 
ed below is the oldest recorded. The 
will is recorded in Will Book A and 
the date of the will is February 
9th, 1797. The man who made the 
will was James Davis and the county 
clerk was Jno. C. Clark. There are, 
no doubt, many descendants of these 
two men now living in this county. 
The old book is one of the many 
in the clerk's office that are relics of 
earliest days, and on account of 
their age, their antiquated appear- 
ance and their records, they claim 
attention when one is privileged to 
handle them. County Clerk Stowe 
two or three weeks ago received a 
letter from a party in Virginia, ask- 
ing him to look through the archives 
of his office and find a certain record 
and make a copy and mail it to the 
party. It has been 116 years since 
Jno. C. Clark, the clerk, made his 
first entry in the volume, and Chris- 
tian county was then in its twelfth 
year. In copying the will which 
follows we have closely followed the 
spelling and punctuation— in fact, 
1 there is but one punctuation point 
used, the comma. The absence of 
periods at the ends of sentences, and 
the non-use of capitals at the begin- 
ning of sentences is quite notic able, 
as well as omitted words. But in 
those days, as now, a document had 
to be copied verbatim et literatum. 
In reading the will it will be noticed 
that Mr. Davis was a man of large 
holdings, owning many negroes. 
Here is the will: 

9th Feb . 1797. 
In the Name of God, Amen:— I, 
James Davis, being weak in body, of 
sound mind and memory, do make 
and ordain this, my last will and tes- 
tament. 

As for the worldly estate with 
which God has blessed me, I be-

Choose rather large peppers; wash 
clean, cut off the tops and scrape out 
all needs. Fill with a mixture made as 
followa: To two quarta of finely crop- 
ped cabbage add four large onlona, 
about two tablespoonfuls of pepper 
seed, two tablespoonfuls of salt, and 
either two cupfuls of chopped celery, 
or one-half teaapoonful of celery seed. 
Pack the peppers as solidly as possi- 
ble, taking care not to burst them, and 
press the tops back on. Lay In Jars 
or crocks and cover with hot vinegar. 
To one gallon of vinegar use about 
half water If the vinegar la very 
strong, add four cups of sugar and a 
teaapoonful of mixed spices; any 
spice liked extra well can be used. 
Cover the peppers and set away 
where cool. They do not need seal- 
ing.

Warm one pint of molasses, add 
four well-beaten eggs, one-half a pound 
of beef suet chopped fine, one table- 
spoonful of ginger, one-half of a table- 
spoonful of cinnamon, one teaspoonful 
of salt; then alternately one pint of 
milk and sufficient cornmeal to mix 
to a thick batter. Dip the cloth In 
boiling water, wring out and flour it, 
turn the pudding in It and tie up, 
leaving room for it to swelL Boil 
steadily for three hours and serve with 
earn or a liquid sauce.

Nin#fy-nine per cent of the 
world's turouoise comes from the 
mine* of Nishapur, in Khorassan, 

the Persian city, ly the way, m 
which Omar Kliawam was horn snd 
is buried. The mines are situated 

| in a range of hills consisting entirely 
of porphyries, greenstone, lini<^tone 
and sandstone. The turquoise are 
found in veins in the rocks. This 
ridge of nilis runs to a height of 
6,6;>:> feet; the highest .poiut st 
which turquoise have been found is 
5,800 feet above sea level ; (he low- 
est point, 4,800 feet. One mine is 
entered through a natural cave 
opening out on to the side of the 
mountain, and is worked by means 
of rough shafts and levels. The 
most highly prized turquoise are of 
a deep azure. A turquoise may have 
this color when it is first mined, but 
may fade after it has heen exposed 
to light and air. For this reason 
great care is necessary when buying 
stones on the spot, as some of appar- 
ently good color are often kept in 
damp earthenware pots until the mo- 
ment of selling; then, of course, 
they fade Inter. The finest turquoise 
should have, in addition to its deep 
azure color, an indefinable property 
called the "zat," which may be lik- 
ened to the so-called "water" of the 
diamond or the "luster" of the pearl. 
The superstitious may care to note 
that the turquoise is helieved to wax 
and wane in color according to the 
degree of the beloved's affection re- 
tained by the lover.

They had 
evidently been disturbed by his ap- 
proach, and were warning the work- 
ing battalion of the army. 

Another instance of the effective- 
ness of the drum corps was observed 
in the interior of a bungalow. No- 
ticing that termites had invaded the 
wall of one of the rooms, the owner 
had placed in one corner an iron pot 
filled with bits of wood; he hoped 
to attract them into the pot and then 
burn them. Professor Bugnion went 
into the room and closed a closet 
door somewhat sharply. Immedi- 
ately he noticed a drumming noise 
coming from the kettle. As soon as 
the sound died away, he repeated the 
experiment, with the same result. 
Each time that a sharp or unusual 
noise was made, or that some one 
talked loudly the termites' signal of 
alarm was drummed in the kettle. — 
Youth's Companion.
